of its simp licity it may p ass. 
He airns 
to secure p ublicity , serrecy and fair­ 
ness by p roviding two boxes at each 
voting p lace. 
In one the voter shall 
dei>osit his ballot and in the other his 
name, announcing bis name as he de­ 
p osits the tickets. 
The candidates 
shall furnish the tickets and may have 
watchers at the count. 
The p enal 
clauses of the p resent Australian bal- j 
lot law are to be inchtded in the bili. , 
Many members reg ard it with favor j 
and the senate elections committee | 
may rep ort It for p aBsag e this week. 
The measure ap p lies to all counties 
excep t Marion. 


"Is the p ig eon an anim al?" is an in- j

The 
Situation In Armenia Told by 
American Consul. 
Washington. Jan. 23.—The state de 
part ment has made public portions of 
an Important report recently made by 
Dr. Thomas H. Norton. American con­ 
sul at Harput. Turkey, on the results 
of a tour of investigation made by him 
under instructions from the depart­ 
ment. through the vilayets of Bitlis 
and Van. which were the scenes during 
several months last summer of repeat­ 
ed attacks upon and massacres of 
Armenian Christians by the Kurds and 
other elements of the Moslem popula­ 
tion. These disturbances, attended by 
frightful atrocities and savage cruelty, 
resulted in death, suffering and desti­ 
tution. 
Judge Norton says Mush Is 
practically an armored camp, where 
Armenians are in constant terror. 
He estimates that in the Sassun dis­ 
trict 5,000 aves were lost in last sum 
mer's massacres including 2,771 chil­ 
dren. 
Several thousand refugees who 
fled to Mush were forced to return to 
their ruined villages, where the vilayet 
authorities made an allowance of one 
cent a day per capita for food.

question for the moment, he says, is 
what Is to be done to save the surviv­ 
ing population of Sassun. numbering 
10AOO or more, trom the rejcilts of in
